EDUCATIONAL PROGRESS. 


It has been well said by the Omaha Bee 


that the schoolyear just closed has been 
in a general way a prosperous and pro- 
gressive one for American colleges and 
universities. The records of prominent 
institutions in all sections of the country 
show an increased attendance and a larger 
number completing a regular coarse ol 
ttndy. Tbe indications are that the per 
cent, ol increase in college attendance has 
more than kept pace with tbe growth of 
population. 'Ihat this should be so will 
be readily nndarstood when one reflects 
npon the increase in wealth, the grow ng 
appreciation by the people at large of the 
value of higher education, and the en- 
larged facilities for instruction. In tbe 
decade from 1870 to 1880, it is authorita- 
tively stated, tb» number of students in 
attendance at the colleges, universities and 
scientific schools of the country increased 
over forty-one per c»nt., while the gain in 
population was only about thirty-six per 
cent. From 1880 to 1885 it is estimated 
tbat the increase in population did not ex- 
ceed fifteen per cent., while the increase in 
the attendaoca at these institutions for ad- 
vanced instruction was about sixteen per 
Mat. A noteworthy feature of tbe statis- 
tics is that tbe scientific schools obtained 
most of the increase. Tbis preference for 
scientific and technical instruction over the 
old college education is evidently growing 
from year to year, and tbe fact is one to be 
encouraged. 
At Cornell this year the 


largest ciasa graduated in any one depart- 
ment was that in electrical engineering, and 
the general growth and prosperity of 
technical and scientific schools evidence 
the popularity of ttii department of edu- 
cation. Practical knowledge is what; the 
eg* call* for, and this demand the young 
men of the country are fitting themselves 
to supply. 


An incident in tbe experience of the 


higher educational institutions for the 
j«ar is the substantial additions to their 
resources whioh many of them have re- 
csivod. Cornell, Hamilton, Tale, Prince- 
ton, Syracuse University and the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania are the institutions in 
UM But which have been thus favored, 
wbito in tbe \Vesi Lake Forest University, 
near Chicago, received an increase to its 
endowment of half a million -dollars, and 
the Baptist University at Chicago was 
generously endowed. Two great institu- 
tion* have Mmonneed themselves ready for 
work—Clark University, 
at Worcester, 


Massachusetts, and Lelaod Stanford Uni- 
versity, at Palo Alto, California. The 
year has witnessed an advance in the 
courses of itudy, and there is a steady 
reaching out toward higher achievement by 
all tLe leading institutions. 
Indeed,- 


American colleges and universities are 
steadily pressing forward to tbe attain- 
ment of a thoroughness and excellence 
Which will in time place them in the very 
front rank of the woil j's educational in-

The Washington Sunday Herald says 


there are unusually potent reasons for 
believing that Hon. John A. Halderman, 
of Eanras, will be appointed. United States 
Minister to China. Thus far Kansas has 
had no prominent recognition and the Be- 
pablicans of that Stale 'are becoming 
somewhat impatisnt. The nomination of 
General Halderman would settle every- 
thing and be acceptable to bpth Senators 
as well as Members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives.

States Minister to Siatn, he made a record 
of exosptional excellence. It happened 
that while in Si*m he won commendation 
and received tbe personal thanks of Li 
Hang Chang, tbe Chines* Viceroy, for 
making a vigorous fight in favor of some 
imprisoned Chinamen at Bangkok. There 
ia no man we can recall who id knowledge 
of tbe Chinese character (added to tbe 
favorable impression of Li Hong Chang), 
who could do his country mora real service 
in China than the Han. John Halderman. 


•The report prepared by Dr. Jnnins L. 


Powell, of the United States army, for the 
Special Senato Committee on Irrigation 
and tbe Reclamation of Arid Lands in tbe 
West, presents many facts of particular in- 
terest to our people. Dr. Powell's experi- 
ence of fifteen years in the country between 
the Bocky Mountains and the great central 
rivers, entitle his opinions to great weight, 
having closely studied the climatology, to- 
pography and aoil of that region. 
He 


speaks with special reference to Texas, In- 
dian Territory, Kansas, Nebraska, Colorado, 
Wyoming, Dakota and Montana, and 
shows the remarkable physical changes et- 
fected by the courase and enterprise of the 
pioneers. The strength, energy and un 
failing confidence demonstrated that in di- 
versified topography aud climate, in rich- 
ness of soil and abundance of water conrsee, 
the country was capable of sustaining mill- 
ions of people, and fully one-tenth of the 
population now settled there verifies the 
prediction. With such wonderful progress 
as the West shows in a quarter of a cen- 
tury, without adequate facilities for mar- 
kets, and the difficulties and hardships in- 
cident to pioneer settlement, what may not 
be accomplished with, improved farming 
appliances, a thorough knowledge of the 
country and its needs, the capacity of the 
soil for the different crops, and convenient 
markets for all products? 


Mr. Frederick Douglass can have no rea- 


son to complain that as a representative ol 
his race be has not received generous treat- 
ment from tbe Republican party.

Administration Mr. Douglass has been in 
office since 1371, and some of tbe positions 
he has held, as those of Marshal aud Re- 
corder ol the District of Columbia, were 
very lucrative.

Drafts in' our mines of from ten ta 


twenty are of daily occurrence owing to 
tbe fact tbat tbe mills bavo no motive 
power to crush all the ore extracted. 
There are now left only twenty-three men 
in the Savage and 30 in the Hale & Nor- 
crons, and a large proportion of these are 
at work on repairs. The ore reserves are 
so stripped that it takes but few hands to 
knock down all that can be crushed. 


The force of idle men on our streets will 


not be less than GOO daring the succeeding 
two months, bat there will still remain a 
fair number at work. Tbe Brunswick mill 
of 76 stamps Will run on steam. The Call 
forma mill will ran 60 stamps also on 
steam, and the Nevada will probably rnn 
30 or 40 stamps, making a grand total of, 
say, 170 stamps, which will average three 
tons of ore to the stamp, or 500 tons per 
day.

The Elko Independent, of June 27tb, pub- 


lishes tbe anhexed: 


United States Surveyor General Irish, of 


Beno, desires information relative to the ag- 
ricultural possibilities of the State, and for 
that purpose he desires all tbe information 
be cm get on the snbjtOts indicated in a 
letter addressed to this office, of which the 
following is an extract: 


"My Dear Sir—I desire to present to 


tbe Land Department at Washington as 
fall a statement of tbe condition and pros- 
peats of the State of Nevada as I can gather 
from men engaged in business in the differ- 
ent parts of it. 
It ha* gone out that we have no tillable 


land; that eleven-twelfths of the settlers at- 
tempting occupancy of Uie Government 
lands would starve to death in the effort to 
make h antes upon tbe same. This has 
caused complete cessation of appropria- 
tions for the survey of our as yet unoccu- 
pied lauds. 
* " It it is my belief, founded on actual 
observation, that a very large portion of 
onr nnsnrveyed lands can be tilled, and 
that a large part of surveyed lands can be 
cultivated. I am sure that at least one 
crop of alfalfa per year can b* obtained 
from all onr lands under the surface of 
which water can be obtained witoiu 25 to 35 
feet. 
Alfalfa is as rich a feed as is corn 


and other grains raised in Iowa, Illinois 
and Minnesota, and is much richer than 
tbe hay which is produced in the Prairie 
States. 
" It seems that a settler who has onae 


started bis alfalfa field*, if he can raise 
nothing more, can subsist as many head 
of clock as he can raise water to the surface 
for, and not have to go to the great ex- 
pense o! procuring water for irrigation and 
tbe raisiLj; of crops on a Urge scale. 
" It is seen, if I am correct in the fore- 


going views, that it is possible to locate 
qmte a largo body of iudnstrion^ settlers 
within the State, who being men of small 
means will soon form a most important 
body of thriving citizens, giving solidity to 
our institutions and advancement to oor 
material wealth. 
" I desire to preis these facts upon mem- 


bers of Congress and to that end ask your 
co-operation and your expfcrienoe. I would 
like a topographic description of your re- 
gion, remarks upon its natural produc- 
tions, timber, grasses and shrubs; onlti- 
vaUid orchard trees, and other trees, 
shrubs and crops, What proportion of tbe 
public lands, surveyed and unsurved, can,, 
in yoar opinion, be brought under cultiva- 
tion with or without irrigation, and what 
modification of the existing land laws is 
needed in favor of actual settlers upon tbe 
public lands." 


General Irish will take it as a favor if 


parties throughout this county will corre- 
spond with him, giving all the information 
possible on the subjects indicated in tbe 
above communication.
